Foiw Excellency — la submitting the animal report of the 
Board of Administrators of the Charity Hospital for your 
consideration, yon will also tind appended the annual reports 
of the various committees and officers of this institution, with 
the details of expenditures and of work accomplished during 
llie pasl .Mar. 

This institution has cured for 8385 patients within its 
hospitable wails, of whom about 900 were from the State of 
Mississippi. In the Outdoor Clinics 20,535 patients applied I'm 
treatment, and 70,879 consultations were given. 

With regard to the finances of the Charity Hospital, it is 
with some concern we have to report an annual diminution in 
our revenues, from shrinkage in rents, auctioneers' and slaughter- 
house fees, and notwithstanding the liherality of our legislative 
bodies in increasing the appropriation from s.so.noo to -*!i0,ooo. 
the revenues for 1899 will exceed by but little the amount lienor 
the $10,000 was added, as will be seen in the report of tin- 
Finance Committee. 

Many necessary improvements to meet hygienic and sanitary 
requirements you will find fully described in the report of the 
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House Oommittee and Chid - Engineer. They consist in the 
erection of ;t three-story brick annex to the west wing of the 
Hospital, with increased facilities for closets and bathes the 
extension of water mains bo the adjacent square, with storage 
banks of large capacity for filtered water, hot and eold; the 
connection of the sewer system «»f the Hospital with the sewer 
vat for the Bichard MfUiken Memorial and other bnildings thai 
tmi\ be erected 

The Richard Milliken Memorial is nearly completed, it is a 
magnificent structore, and an enduring monument of :i noble 
woman's love and charity. lis portals will soon be thrown open 
i" the public and for reception of the afflicted. In the hearts 
<>i loving mothers the name of .Mrs. Miiliken will be enshrined, 
and her memory will be cherished by the people of Louisiana 
for tins great benefaction. 

During the past year this institution was deprived by death 
of three of the beloved Sisterhood. Sister Adilln. on October 7. 
hsiis. after lorl.v -eight years of service; Sister Ambrose, on 
October 16, 1898, and Sister Valentine, on November 7, 1898, 

The two latter had i n connected with the charity Hospital for 

four years, and were graduates from its Training School. They 
were all three most estimable women, and their demise was a 
serious loss to their order and to tins institution. 

The Training School for Nurses, under the superintendence 
of .Miss Huyghe and its able corps of Instructors, deserves our 
warmest commendation. The number of nurses is, however. 
Inadequate to the necessities of the Hospital, more especially in 
the male medical and surgical wards. We hope in time bo 
establish a Nurse's Home, ami enlarge the sphere of usefulness 
of the Training School through the generosity of the friends of 
this great institution. 

It is also the purpose of your Board to erect a building for 
Infectious and contagious diseases, to he called the William T. 
Richards Memorial Hospital, The plans have been carefully 
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drawn and perfected bj Mr. Allison Owen, architect, and 
submitted and accepted i>\ the Board. The bids for its con- 
Btrnetion were, however, in excess of available funds, and i:s 
erection lias hern deferred. 

It is gratifying to commenl upon the harmony which baa 
prevaUed in every department of service, and for which we are 
indebted to Sister Agnes, the Superioress, and her devoted co- 
helpers, and to onr able Sonse Burgeon, Dr. J. D. Bloom, and 
his efficient assistants, whom we sincerely thank, as well as nil 
the officers, the Medical and Surgical and Student Staff, ami 
employees of this institution. Our thanks are also due on* 
worthy andefficieul Secretory, Mr. Edwin Marks. To Mr. John 
Ponder, the Chief Engineer, for valuable assistance in advising 
and superintending the improvements which have been made 
and are now in progress. 

To our attorneys, Messrs, Parrar, Jonas. Kruttschnitl and 
( tiii'ley. we fail to find the words to express our high appreciation 
of the important services they have rendered without compensa- 
tion. They are entitled to our earnest thanks, as also the Water 
worksCompany, through its courteous President, Mr. E. E. Craig, 
for the generous extension of water mains and water supply for 
the Milliken Memorial Hospital. 

In conclusion, I cannot close this report without commending 
the good work of our architect. Mr. Thos. Sully, anil of the 
contracting firm of Darcantel & Diasselliss, who have conscienti- 
ously and satisfactorily carried out every clause of the contract. 

To my colleagues ou the Board and on committees, upon 
whom devolve the more onerous burden in administering the 
affairs of this institution, I return my most grateful thanks for 
their wise counsel and cheerful eo operation.

Gentlemen— Yont House Committee beg leave to present a 
summary of 111" most itii|inrlam work of the past year. 

The beating system of the Hospital has been extended to the 
Pathological Department New steam and water mains have 
been extended to the adjacent square for use of the MffJiken 
Memorial Hospital. 

Two Holly fire plugs hare been located on South Robertson 
street near iln' .Milliken Hospital. 

One ho! water filter has been introduced Uu- supplying thai 
building w itfa hot water. 

One water niter, wiili a capacity of tS, 000 gallons in twenty- 
four hours, two Worthington steam pumps, one for supplying a 
clear water storage lank, and the other for returning condensa- 
tion iu the main steam plant, have been introduced for the a 

tin- .Milliken Building. 

The Hospital sewer mains have been extended to the addi- 
tional sewer vault on the adjoining square. 

One fire station has been added to the Female Department, 
complete with hose and valves. 

Tin- old and badly worn steam boiler has been disposed of 
ami replaced with a modern L:io horse-power boiler. 

The sidewalk on Gravier street has been raised and paved. 

The small brick building, formerly used for water closets 
and baths, has been demolished am) in its place has been erected 
a three-story addition to the west end of the main building. 
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This important work accomplishes a desirable improvement in 
the bath and closet arrangements, and additionally secures free 
access to the adjacent square and its future buildings. 

Five hundred feet of four-inch standard cast iron water pipe 

for conveying the water supply from Hie street to the M ill i ken 
Building and other buildings to be ultimately erected, Lias been 
purchased and the wm-k consummated. 

The Board are specially indebted In (lie New Orleans Water- 
works Company for this very material addition to their gratui- 
tous, and heretofore large supply of water to the Hospital, ami 
take this public method of expressing their thanks. 

WATER TOWER AND STORAGE TANK. 

The latter, with a capacity of 20,000 gallons of clear filtered 

water on an elevated steel lower of .sixty feet, is being pushed to 
completion. This will enable as to supply the entire buildings 
OB the adjacent square as heretofore alluded to. 

The Ambulance Service has been kept fully up to its stand 
ard: the Ambulances are in good running order and have been 
kept in good repair. The horses are in fair condition. The 
service itself has been connected creditably to the Hospital. 

Before closing this report, we feel it ran- bounden duty to 
return our thanks to our indefatigable and aide Chief Engineer, 
Mr. John POader, whose valuable work is daily performed in no 
perfunctory manner, but with an intelligent aeal that cannot be 
surpassed.

Gentlemen — Upon the medical management of tin- Hospital 
in its several divisions and adjuncts, department work and 
results, I have the bonor to report for the year 1898, and to 
submit the various special reports of Division Service. 

The recorded number of patients receiving the car*' of t be 
indoor Service was 8388, which includes 65 J that were remaining 
at iln* last annual report. 

The admissions were 7734. of which 4716 were while, and 
301S colored. Tin* number discharged was 6599; the daily 
ai erage 622. 1 l. 

The number of deaths were hit, and the gross mortality 
rate 13 per cent 303 patients died within thirty-six boors ot 
admission, and when deducted from the number of deaths, gives 
the correct death rate as 9 per cent 

The Lying In Department ha.- Iwen unusually active, 

' rding 27); births, and the largest number of any previous 

year. The mortality of mothers from all causes was only l :s ; 
percent. This continued increase may be regarded as an index 
of the security assured to The mother, tin- appreciation of trained 
assistants, and I hope will point to the need of more ample 
arrangement and space for their convenience. Philanthrope 
could scarcely find a nobler purpose wherein the benefits conld 
be more widespread and memorial more secure. 

In the Outdoor Clinics 20,535 patients were treated, and 
70,879 consultations were given. This service has been excel 
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leiiiiv well attended by the Staff, and the previously outlined 
arrangement has been maintained with very satisfactory results.

During the |iast year experiments were made in the Depart- 
ment tu teal the efficiency of the Formaldehyde Gas aa a dis 
infector and sterilizer for clothing. The results obtained jii-m ed 
n- nselesNitess for flic purpose. 

To facilitate tin- work of the Laboratory, a large cage, where 
small animals, such us rabbits and guinea pigs could In- kept ami 
allowed to breed, was made. In this way the department is con- 
stantly supplied with a sufficient number of experimental ani- 
mals at :i minimum of cost. 

The department is now in possession of 50 bottles of antfa- 
niiin Isi-rmn. purchased from the Montevedio Institute, and is 
prepared for any emergency. Besides this supply of serum, the 
Laboratory has constantly on band the anti-diphtheric, auti 
tetanic and anti-si reptococeic sera. 

In concluding this report, I wish to commend the valuable 
assistance given by Dr, S. P. Sfioton, the Assistant Pathologist, 
ami iiy the different Resident Students appointed ti> the Depart- 
ment.
